Atoms For Peace 
The Army has disclosed what it is doing to develop the peaceful 
uses oi atomic energy. The furnaces at Oak Ridce, Tenn., which pro­ 
duce the explosive substance in the bomb are also turning out approxi­ 
mately 100 different by-product radioactive substances. These substances 
are now to be released to hospitals and universities for research in 
physics, chemistry, metallurgy and the medical sciences. 


It is heartening to know that the barriers to the constructive, 
peacetime use of this epoch-making discovery are beginning to break 
down, even in this small way. Atomic energy, like nearly all the forces 
narnessed or unleashed by m a n ’s ingenuity, has a dual nature. Its awe­ 
some wartime potentialities already have been revealed. Scientists every­ 
where are now eager to have an opportunity to develop its application to 
medicine, industry and other peacetime fields. 
There is 110 question in anyone's mind that the results will be as 
tremendous, in their own way. as the effects of the first bomb dropped 
on Hiroshima. Tlie new radioactive substances alone promise tremendous 
advances in scientific processes and in the treatm ent of disease, and they 
are only the first, chance by-products of the bomb project Later, when 
the full energies of the research laboratories are turned loose on the 
subject, truly revolutionary developments for the benefit of mankind 
may be expected.

I11 his address a t Bayeaux, General de Gaulle urged the new 
assembly to draw* up a constitution th at would preclude the “party 
dictatorship'’ favored by the Reds, and have the legislative, executive 
and judicial branches clearly separated and well balanced. The Com­ 
munist plan would have made the President a meaningless figure-head. 
De Gaulle's plan would give him substantial authority, and there are 
indications that he would not be averse to holding the office himself. 
Fhe Communists are against that, and the crisis they have jus- 
stirred up Is aimed at obstructing draft of a de Gaulle constitution.

“The question arises in my mind 
as to whether these city employes 
have the right to strike against the 
government.” the mayor said.
